UMAN vision, even the keenest, has its 

There have been many men in the history of the auto- 

motive industry who have given evidence of unusually far- 
reaching vision. There were pioneers who could see beyond 
the dubious present of that era to a development of motor | 
transportation that was beyond the scope of ordinary eyes. | 
Of this group certainly Henry Ford was not the least dis- 
tinguished. Mr. Ford staked his whole life on his belief in 
the essential soundness of motor transport. 
In the very delightful book recently published by Nor- 
man Beasley and Theodore MacManus there is set down an 
incident which shows that even Henry Ford’s vision grew 
dim upon occasion, as all human wisdom must sometimes 
nod. 

Back in the years when Henry Ford and James Couzens 
were just beginning to place their organization in the class 
of big business, the pair of them visited New York on busi- 
ness. Henry Ford was in very poor health. His complaint 
was lumbago, which gave him no rest, and the only partial | 
comfort he got was by stretching out on a blanket spread on 
the floor. 

To Mr. Ford and Mr. Couzens came a certain William | 
C. Durant, then struggling to build up the Buick Company | 
at Flint. He offered to pay $8,000,000 for the Ford com- | 
pany. Henry Ford, sick and miserable, finally agreed that 
they would take $8,000,000 for their holdings. But here the 
bankers who were backing Mr. Durant stepped in with an| 
emphatic “No.” “No automobile company could possibly be | 
worth $8,000,000,” they said, and the deal fell through. 

At that time Henry Ford would have been glad to in- 
dulge his dream of becoming a gentleman farmer, which his | 
share of the $8,000,000 would have permitted him to do, but | 
we imagine that back in Detroit again, with his lumbago| 
cured, Mr. Ford breathed a sigh of relief and plunged once | 
more into the work that has always been so enthralling to 
him. | 

We wonder what human vision today is capable of 
conjuring up even a reasonable picture of the transporta- 
tion wonders that are going to be everyday matters to our 
grandchildren.

Montreal, June 5.—Some novel ex- 
periences in the field of vehicular 
transportation, ranging all the way 
from laboring along with the early- 
day tricycle and bicycle, adventur- 
ing with the forerunners of the 
modern automobile, and on into the 
present day of automotive transpor- 
tation, were recounted by Dr. P. E 
Doolittle, pioneer motorist and in- 
ventor, speaking at a meetin of the 
Canadian Branch of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers at the wing 
Edward Hotel, Toronto, recently 

He told of the first self-propelled 
vehicle in this country It was a 
tricycle. and Vienna, Ontario. where 
Thomas Edison spent his early days, 
was the setting for the experiment 
It was thought that if a wound 
spring would operate the mechanism 
of a clock, a larger spring would 
operate gears and turn the wheels 
of the bicycle. Forgotten was the 
principle that the clock spring 
simply sets in motion oscillation 
But a huge spring was designed and 
attached to a somewhat clock-like 
machine fixed to the tricycle. Won- 
der of wonders, the tricycle ran, but 
only the length of a barn floor 
Then it had to be rewound. And it 
wouldn't travel at all on grassy 
field
